Sir:  Part  II  of  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Report  of  this  Department  is 
herewith  respectfully  submitted. 

This  part  reports  the  condition  and  affairs  of  companies  transacting  the 
business  of  life  insurance  on  the  legal  reserve,  assessment  and  fraternal  plan. 


The  number  of  companies  doing  business  on  the  legal  reserve  plan  shown 
herein  as  authorized  to  transact  business  in  this  State  is  ninety-four,  an 
increase  of  four  as  compared  with  the  number  authorized  at  the  date  of  the 
last  report. 


No  new  Illinois  companies  were  licensed  during  1919  but  the  Clover  Leaf 
Life  and  Casualty  Company,  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  which  had  formerly  done 
an  accident  and  health  insurance  business  amended  its  charter  May  24, 
1919,  so  as  to  do  a  life  insurance  business  in  addition.  It  assumed  by  re- 
insurance the  business  of  the  Clover  Leaf  Life  Insurance  Company,  Detroit, 
Michigan.

Central  Life  Assurance  Society  of  the  United  States  (Mutual),  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  admitted  January  7,  1920;  was  organized  as  a  means  of  rein- 
corporating on  a  mutual  basis  the  former  capital  stock  company  of  similar 
name,  reinsured  in  the  new  company  in  1919 

Two  companies  discontinued  business  in  this  State,  viz: 
The  business  of  the  Forest  City  Life  Insurance  Company,  Rockford, 
Illinois,  was  reinsured  by  the  Northern  States  Life  Insurance  Company, 
Hammond,  Indiana,  as  of  May  12,  1919,  through  what  was,  in  effect,  a  con- 
solidation of  the  assets  and  liabilities  of  both  companies.  The  report  of  the 
Northern  States  Life  herein  includes  the  transactions  of  the  Forest  City  Life 
to  the  time  of  reinsurance.

BUSINESS  IN  ILLINOIS. 

Ordinary. — Not  including  industrial  business  or  group  insurance,  the 
companies  wrote  in  this  State  in  1919,  226,157  policies  for  $490,553,766.98  of 
insurance,  being  69,640  more  policies  in  number,  and  $170,808,794.50  more 
insurance  than  was  written  in  1918.  The  premiums  received  on  such  busi- 
ness in  this  State  during  1919  amounted  to  $69,189,931.57,  being  more  than 
the  amount  received  in  1918  by  $11,680,760.62.  The  losses  paid  were  $939,- 
456.98  more  than  during  the  preceding  year,  being  $24,347,397.40. 

The  business  in  force  in  this  State  at  the  end  of  the  year  1919  was 
$344,506,674.14  in  excess  of  the  amount  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  previous 
year.  This  net  increase  in  business  in  force  is  equal  to  70  per  cent  of  the 
new  business  written. 

Group. — The  total  number  of  policies  of  group  insurance  written  in 
Illinois  during  1919  was  102,  amounting  to  $54,669,957.00  of  insurance. 

At  the  end  of  1919  the  companies  had  in  force  group  insurance  on  the 
lives  of  citizens  in  this  State  amounting  to  $74,047,640.00,  represented  by  201 
policies.  The  total  amount  of  premiums  paid  on  this  class  of  business  by 
citizens  of  this  State  in  1919  was  $698,332.32,  and  the  total  amount  of  losses 
paid  in  this  State  by  the  companies  was  $423,813.78. 

Industrial. — The  total  number  of  policies  of  industrial  insurance  written 
in  Illinois  during  1919  was  546,054,  amounting  to  $85,068,714.15  of  insurance, 
being  66,723  policies  more  in  number  and  $15,367,142.30  more  in  amount 
than  the  insurance  written  during  the  preceding  year. 

At  the  end  of  1919  the  companies  had  in  force  industrial  insurance  on 
the  lives  of  citizens  of  this  State  amounting  .to  $415,520,228.99,  represented 
by  3,049,643  policies.  The  total  amount  of  premiums  paid  on  this  class  of 
business  by  citizens  of  this  State  in  1919  was  $14,768,801.12,  and  the  total 
amount  of  losses  paid  in  this  State  by  the  companies  was  $4,126,265.93.

LEGAL  RESERVE  LIFE  COMPANIES  IN  PROCESS  OF  ORGANIZATION. 

By  the  terms  of  "An  Act  in  relation  to  the  promotion  and  organization 
of  insurance  corporations"  effective  July  1,  1919,  capital  stock  insurance 
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companies  in  process  of  organization  under  the  laws  of  this  State  were 
placed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce  and 
conditions  were  prescribed  as  to  the  form  of  subscription  blank  to  be  used 
for  the  sale  in  Illinois  of  capital  stock  of  any  insurance  companies  in  pro- 
cess of  organization  or  already  organized.  Expenses  of  organization  are 
also  limited  thereby  to  15  per  cent  of  the  selling  price  of  the  stock.  The 
organization  of  a  domestic  company  must  be  completed  within  two  years 
from  the  filing  of  its  declaration  of  incorporation. 

Examinations  were  made  during  the  year  of  those  in  process  of  or- 
ganization at  the  taking  effect  of  the  law.  The  following  shows  the  names

The  Guaranteed  Equity  Life  Com- 
pany, Chicago,  Illinois,  was  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  making 
a  total  of  seventeen  assessment  life  associations  operating  in  this  State.
